standingly portrayed by Ralph Wal- 
ker and Harry Larson. To tell you the 
plot of the play in detail would take 
a man of Ladislow Fodor's ability, so 
we shall try, in our humble way, to 
give it to you briefly. 

The play is the dream of a negro 
charwomen, Beth Walker, who falls 
asleep in the courtroom the morning 
before Easter, after having a talk 
with the caretaker, Arlie Hudson, who 
doubted that there was a resurrection. 
courtroom and much credit is due the 
The setting of the whole play is the 
designers and property men. 

A gardner, played by Dean Larson, 
is on trial for the ghoulish crime of 
stealing the body of Christ. The de- 
fence contend that the Christ had 
been resurrected and we think that 
Ralph was superb in his role of the 
lawyer for the defence, Harry, on the 
other hand, was equally effective as 
the cynical prosecuting attorney. 

The parade of witnesses brings to 
life before your very eyes characters 
right out of the Bible, from the rough 
old Saul of Tarsus to the beautiful 
love of Mary Magdaline. People you 
have either read or heard about were 
right there in the court-room. You 
forgot that Joseph of Arimathea was 
really Jim Bridge or that the lovely 
red head, Mary, was Betty Hamilton. 

One of the most outstanding char- 
acterizations, in our opinion, was that 
of John Smith who was so believable 
as the persecutor, Saul of Tarsus, 
and equally so as the reformed Paul. 

With a cast of stars, each doing a 
wonderful job of making these Bibli- 
cal characters seem like real people, 
“The Vigil” was presented four times 
in four nights starting on Monday at 
the Stake House, then going to Ma- 
grath, Stirling and the Second Ward 
in that order. Each time the play was 
presented, capacity crowds gathered 
to be thrilled to the core by both the 
story and the acting. -It is estimated 
that about 1,400 people saw the per- 
formance,

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To make any play such a success 
takes a lot of good hard work on the 
part of many people other than those 
who appear before the footlights. Most 
important of these is the director who 
has more chores than an only child 
on a big farm. The man who was the 
guiding light in “The Vigil” was Shir- 
ley King. Shirley studied the play for 
weeks before he started to select a 
cast. Then knowing what was needed 
he went about getting the right people 
to accept the parts. Saying that he 
chose the right people is gross under- 
Statment—he did a glorious job of it. 
in the whole play there was not a 
mis-cast person, Of course casting is 
just one phase of directing—without 
a spark of genius in the director the 
best cast play would be at least a 
small fizzle. We think that Mr. King 
did a wonderful job. 


With our lack of adjectives we also 
say that Elodia Christensen did a 
wonderful job with the make up. 


Even though the play dealt with 
Bibilical characters, it was in modern 
day speech and dress. The costuming, 
done by Eleanor Hudson, was all that 
you would find in any theatrical this 
side of Broadway or Hollywood. 
Sound effects were convincingly done 
by Mosse Fromm and Beth Walker 
with Bob Greep. taking care of the 
lighting. From where we sat, Beth 
Walker, as prompter, didn't seem to 
have too much to do. 


There were many people who work- 
ed on the staging crew but the painter 
of the chapel, seen through the win- 
dow, and some of the panelling in the 
courtroom deserves special mention. 
Henning Anderson came out a couple 
of times from Lethbridge to do. the 
job. 

Beings as how we have only six 
pages in our paper we had better 
stop but we would just like to say 
again that we really enjoyed the play 
and wish to congratulate the Stake 
MIA and all those who worked on 
and in the play.

year course. He graduated in 1898 and 
came out to the wild and wooly North 
West Territories and went to avork in 

a Drugstore in Calgary. 

In 1901 there was not much in Banff 
but there was a drugstore, so the 
footloose and fancy-free young drug- 
gist took a job there, but in 1902 The 
Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett backed him in 
a store of his own in Calgary. After 
eight years the urge hit him again 
and he sold out and went to New 
Westminster, B. C. as head salesman 
for a trust company. 

1915 saw him back in Calgary where 
he joined the army and in February 
of that year he was put overseas with 
the infantry At the end of the war he 
had the rank of Warrant Officer (1st 
Class) and was in charge of the 13th 
Conducting Unit In this capacity he 
made twenty round trips to bring the 
boys home. He finally got his 
charge in 1921. 

For a year before he bought his pre 
sent business in 1923, he worked as 
manager of a Calagry Drug Store. 
1926 was a very unfortunate year for 
the Copes because that was the year 
of their big fire that destroyed thous- 
ands of dollars worth of their stock 
as well as their building. There was 
little delay in providing a pharma- 
ceutical service though because al- 
most immediately P. W. had a drug 
store opended in what now the 
west portion of King Motors. On the 
first of July, 1927 he moved into his 
own store which he still operates with 
the help of son-in-law Herbie 

Mr. Cope has been very active in 
Civie affairs, being elected Mayor in 
1927 and serving in that office, with 
a break of only one year, until 1941 
Curling is now his main pastime, but 
ouge he was quite a noted athlete 
being a topnotch hockey player, In 
1896 he played on the team that 
brought the first Stanley Cup to the 
West.
